Cora Lou Vinson Com- 
muted by Governor. 


Mrs. Cora Lou Vinson, onedé sen- 
tenced to-be hanged for the sensa- 
tional murder of her husband, Dr. 
William D. Vinson, widely known At- 
lanta physician, Thursday wa® freed 
by Governor Eugene Talmadge. The 
chief executive ordered that the life 
sentence, which Mrs. Vinson has been 
serving since 1922, be commuted to 
present service. 

An order for Mrs. Vinson’s release 
was sent to the state prison.farm at 
Milledgeville Thursday afternoon and 
the woman, now 55 years of age and 
greying from her long service, !eft 
the institution shortly before dark. 


During the day, the governor also 
acted on the clemency applications of 
Mose White and Richard Morris, two 
of the three Atlanta negroes condemn- 
ed to die for the slaying of Detective 
Frank C. (Red) Foster, of Atlanta, 
denying their application for commu- 
tation of their death sentences to 
terms of life imprisonment. White 
and Morris were under sentence to 
be executed last. month but were given 
a stay of execution in order that the 
governor might study their cases. In

Interstate Beer Shipments 


1 


Through Georgia Held Legal 


COMMERCE, Ga. Ang. 3.—A 
common carrier engaged in interstate 
commerce may: transport beer across 
the state of Georgia, provided it 1s 
not consigned to any Georgia point, 
Judg@®:W. W. Stark, superior court 
-judge at Commerce, ruled on Thurs- 


day. 

The decision is directly opposed to 
one reached by a three-judge federal 
court in the case of beer shipments 
held up at Marietta. The federal 
court ruled that the county authori- 
ties had the right to seize and hold 


the beer. 

Last Friday, while transporting a) 
truck load of 3.2 beer from Franklin, | 
N. C., to Jacksonville, the Motor Con- | 
voy Company of Atlanta was charged 
with a violation of the state prohibi- 
tioa law and the truck was seized by 
Charles Griswell, sheriff of Gwinnett 


county, through which the beer was 
being taken. 

P. T. Riordan and O..C. Hancock, 
Atlanta attorneys, brought injunction 
proceedings against the sheriff, claim- 
ing that the shipment was made by 
a common carrier in interstate com- 
merce. Judge Stark heard the argu- 
ment and asked for a brief showing 
that the Motor Convoy Company was 
a common carrier engaged in inter- 
state commerce. 

The attorneys submitted the brief, 
quoting from the Georgia motor car- 
riers act, and showing that their 
client was a common carrier engaged 
in interstate commerce. 

The court then held that the car- 
rier had a right to take the beer 
through Georgia as long as it was not 
consigned to a Georgia point. The 
sheriff was directed to release the 
truck.

everything it possibly can to pre 
vent industrial controversy in Atlanta 
pending adjustments necessary under 
the temporary and permanent codes, 
If employers of Atlanta will comply 
with the agreements they have signed, 
there will be no reason for friction 
in Atlanta. 

“However, we know of hundreds of 
employes who have been dismissed 
and only a very few who have been 
employed. We could name dozens of 
concerns that are deliberately violat- 
ing the code, but it is our hope that 
they will realize the seriousness of 
conditions confronting us and will 
comply with their signed agreements 
with the government of the United 
States, 

“Workers are continually calling 
our headquarters advising us of dis- 
charges from employment this very 
week, giving many instances where 
the stretch-out system has been in- 
augurated in Atlanta—particularly in 
sweatshops where production on piece 
rates is demanded on the basis which 
gives the employer the same produc- 
tion per day for the same money. 

“Workers in many plants are ap- 
pealing to us to assist them in cor- 
recting these outrageous things—by 
strikes, if necessary; but, we are. ap- 
pealing to them to remain at their 
work in the hope that the fair em- 
ployers will join with us in the de- 
mand that this general cheating be 
eliminated at once and that the chis- 
elers will be forced to fulfill their 
agreements with the president. 

“Unfair competition such as many 
employers are now facing because of 
evasion of the code by their competi- 
tors, will nullify the NIRA and will 


result in thousands of persons being 
added to relief rolls in Atlanta if it 
is permitted to continue.” 

Hundreds of new firms Thursday 
displayed the NRA _ insignia and 
thousands turning in signed agree- 
ments to co-operate in the campaign 
to restore prosperity to millions of 
bread winners. 

300 More Badges Issued. 

As the campaign progressed, many 
of the new red, white and blue signs 
in the city were displayed for the 
first time. More than 300 new badges 
of merit, saying employers had com- 
plied with the NRA agreements, were 
displayed to augment the nearly 2,000 
previously distributed.

Glavis saw Taft at Beverly, Mass., 
and the president submitted his report 
to Ballinger. Ballinger and the so 
licitor of his department, O. W. Law- 
ler, the statement said, made a report 
for the president’s signature at his re- 
quest and Taft signed a decision ad- 
dressed to Ballinger praising the sec- 
retary in the highest terms “and di- 
rected him” to dismiss Glavis for in- 
subordination.” 

In a congressional investigation of 
the matter a committee of six senators 
and six house members sustained Bal. 
linger, a majority of seven republic 
ans and four democrats and one inde 
pendent republican supporting Glavis. 

A few months after the action, Wal- 
ter L. Fisher succeeded Ballinger, re- 
versed his predecessor and cancelled 
all Alaskan coal entries and filings.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—(UP)—

If employers can revise existing con- 
tracts they must do so and make 
“equitable readjustments”. of existing 
wage scales on the basis of shortened 
hours of work. 

The _ second interpretation of ‘‘sec- 
tion 7” of the blanket code, also ruled 
there can be no reduction in the 
hourly wage when hours are reduced, 
but that the hourly rate must be in- 
creased “by an equitable treadjust- 


| ment” under the reduced houxly sched- 
ule per week. 
Interpretation Given. 

The interpretation follows: 

“Paragraph 7 prevents the reduc- 
tion of compensation in excess of the 
minimum whether it is paid by the 
hour, day, week or month. 

“Therefore, an employe previously 
paid by the day, week or month will 
receive as much for the shorter day, 
week or month. 

“An employe previously paid by the 
hour will receive as much per hour, 
but as shortening his hours will re- 
duce his actual earnings per day or 
week his compensation per hour is to 
be increased by an equitable readjust- 
ment, 

“There is no fixed rule which can 
be applied to determine what is an 
equitable readjustment. In general, 
it will be equitable to figure what the 
employe would have: earned at his 
previous rate per hour in a normal

FARM EXPORT OUTLOOK 
IS DARK, SAYS WALLACE 


BLACKSBURG, Va., Aug. 3.—() 
Henry A. Wallace, secretary of agri- 
culture, said in an address tonight 
that if present population estimates 
proved correct “the outlook for ex- 
ports of American farm products to 
Europe becomes even less rosy than 
at present.” 

The secretafy told the American 
Country Life/ ‘Association that the 
evidence in most European countries 
was that their population was sta- 
tionary or becoming so, and 


decline. 

This, the secretary added, 
the conclusion that “European _na- 
tions with declining populations will 
be inclined to contrnue restrictions on 
importations of farm products, in or- 
der to protect their peasant classes.” 

“There is a long-established tradi- 
tion among European peoples,” he 
continued, “that a declining popula- 
tion ma@y invite invasion. Since the 
rural classes are the only large class 
having enough children to maintain 
even a stationary population 
they must be subsidized by tariffs 
despite the higher _ of food to 
city consumers, 

“No one can be “dogmatic about 
these estimates of population increase 
or decrease, but the evidence is high- 
ly persuasive; it would seem to be 
the part of wisdom for us to steer 
our course of agricultural production 
accordingly.” 

Wallace, who’ igs making a brief 


tour through the south, described ef- 
forts by his department to preserve 
land resources and predicted “that if 
our present effort to adjust produc- 
tion to effective demand does not suc- 
ceed, the result will be food searcity 
within eight or ten years.”

TAX RATE CUT 3 MILLS 


FOR PULASKI COUNTY 


Efficient Management Puts 
County Finances in Ex- 
cellent Shape. 


HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., Aug. 3.— 
J. J. Whitfield, commissioner of Pu- 
laski county, reduced his county rate 
3 mills, this in the face of a slump 
of over $100,000 in the tax digest for 


1933. 

In 1919 Pulaski county voted $200, 
000 in highway bonds to'match fed- 
eral aid on a 50-50 basis to build 
bridges—principally’ the bridge over 
the Ocmulgee river. 

Later all county schools were con- 
solidated to six and $28,000 in bonds 
sold to build houses. , These bonds, is- 
sued serially, made $8,004) mature an- 
nually and this has to be met along 
with interest coupons on the entiré 
issue. It will require approximately 
$18,000 annually to meet this obliga- 
tion and the Jegal limit of a levy for 
this purpose of 5 mills is hardly ade 
quste, 

One mill is levied for Pulaski’s 
demonstration agent, O. D. Hall, and, 
then. the commissioner levied but ¥ 
mills for the support of every other 
administrative cost. In other words, 
but for its bonds and farm agent but 
$9 would be required to maintain all 
county government cost. 

Pulaski’s road forces are support- 
ed, in the main, by highway contracts. 
Its construction of state aid roads is 
acclaimed as excellefit and five of the 
six roads in the highway system lead 
ing into the city of Hawkinsville have 
been improved, two paved, and three 
now ready for paving.

There is a wide diversity of opinion 
as to the value of Opening bids by 
players lacking the necessary honor 
strength to guarantee sound defense. 
Unquestionably such bids are often ef- 
fective, as they partake of the nature 
of surprise tactics and sometimes find 
adversaries il] prepared to cope with 
the situation that’ has been created. 
At other times these nuisance bids are 
a distinct aid to opponents in reach- 
ing the correct contract because the 
partnership bidding afterwards dis- 
closes the extreme paucity of strength 
upon which the adverse call was made, 
Take as an example the hand below. 
which was played in a recent Dupli- 
cate game in New York city:
